REGISTER'S  STATEMENT. 


Register's  Office,  City  Hall, 
Baltimore,  January  23,  1871. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Members  of  the 

First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council; 

Gentlemen  :  In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  Sections 
6  and  8  of  Article  37  of  Baltimore  City  Code,  the  Register 
herewith  submits  his  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  treasury 
at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  ending  December  31,  1870,  and 
estimated  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  1871,  together 
with  a  summary  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year 
just  closed,  by  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  receipts  from 
all  sources  with  the  balance  of  cash  on  hand  January  1,  1870, 

amounts  to  $6,815,085  92 

and  the  disbursements  for  all  accounts,  amounts  to.  6,416,729  22 


leaving  a  balance  in  Bank,  Dec.  31,  1870  of         $398,356  70 

to  meet  interest  on  the  stock  debt  due  January  1, 1871  (amount- 
ing to  $255,743.16),  and  current  expenses. 

By  ordinance  No.  14,  approved  January  31,  1870,  and 
ratified  by  the  legal  voters  of  the  city  at  an  election  held  April 
21,  1870,  the  Register  was  "authorized  to  fund  eight  hundred 
thousand  dollars  of  the  floating  debt  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
which  shall  be  existing  at  the  time  this  ordinance  shall  go 
into  effect,  in  the  bonds  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  payable  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  after  July  1,  1900,  &c." 
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I  have,  in  virtue  of  this  authority,  sold  from  time  to  time,  as 
the  state  of  the  market  would  admit,  $633,  900  of  these  bonds 
for  the  net  sunfof  $579,879.02. 

I  have  also,  as  authorized  by  ordinance  No.  32,  approved 
April  15,  and  ratified  by  the  legal  voters  of  the  city  at  the 
election  held  April  21,  1870,  disposed  of  $368,854.62  of  Water 
Stock,  realizing  net  $347,511.28,  making  the  total  amount  of 
Water  Stock  issued  $5,000,000,  the  interest  on  which,  will 
hereafter  be  assumed  by  the  Water  Board ;  the  receipts  from 
water  rents,  I  am  assured  by  the  Board,  being  ample  for  that 
purpose. 

The  issue  of  New  City  Hall  Stock,  1884,  was  increased 
during  the  year  1870  to  a  total  of  $1,000,000,  the  amount 
authorized;  $25,000  being  sold  for  $22,875,  the  balance  $53,- 
200  remaining  for  account  of  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

The  policy  adopted  on  entering  upon  the  duties  of  this  office 
(after  due  consultation  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  City  Comp- 
troller and  City  Commissioner),  of  prompt  payment  of  just 
claims  against  the  city  treasury,  has  given  general  satisfaction, 
and  the  saving  on  contracts  I  am  satisfied,  will  overbalance  the 
interest  paid  on  temporary  loans  made  in  anticipation  of  re- 
ceipts from  taxes  and  other  sources,  necessitated  by  this  policy, 
which  will  be  continued  unless  otherwised  ordered  by  the 
Council. 

The  property  on  Calvert  street,  known  as  the  "  Simon  Hotel 
property,"  was  sold  at  public  auction  for  $13,625,  and  the  old 
Middle  District  Station  House  for  $6,750,  the  proceeds  of 
which  will  be  credited  as  directed  in  the  resolution  authorizing 
the  sale. 

The  President  of  the  Western  Maryland  Railroad  Company, 
Geo.  M.  Bokee,  Esq.,  deposited  in  this  office  a  mortgage  of 
the  Western  Maryland  Railroad  Company  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  fourteen  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  cover  the  endorsement  by  the  city  of  the  Bonds  of  the 
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Western  Maryland  Railroad  Company  for  that  amount.  Mr. 
Wm.  Henry  Morris,  City  Counsellor,  "  approved  the  form  of 
this  mortgage  as  being  according  to  the  requirements  of  ordi- 
nance No.  11,  approved  January  26,  1870." 

I  therefore  caused  the  same  to  be  recorded  among  the  land 
records  of  Baltimore  city,  September  19,  1870;  in  Baltimore 
county,  September  21,  1870;  in  Frederick  county,  September 
23,  1870;  in  "Washington  county,  September  23,  1870,  and  in 
Carroll  county,  September  24,  1870.

It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  there  is  no  special  advan- 
tage derivable  from  the  division  of  a  fund,  established  for  the 
accomplishment  of  a  single  purpose,  into  so  many  parts,  and 
that  there  are  practical  inconveniences  resulting  from  that 
arrangement.  The  manner  and  object  of  the  creation  of  some 
of  the  loans,  and  the  obligations  assumed  with  reference  to 
them,  made  it  necessary  that  the  funds  intended  to  j^rovide  for 
the  redemption  of  those  loans  at  maturity,  should  be  kept 
wholly  separate  from  others  having  a  general,  not  a  specific  pur- 
pose. 

The  XorthwesternYirginia  Railroad,  when  created,  was  of  this 
character,  but  by  reason  of  the  assumption  by  the  city  of  the 
obligation  to  redeem  the  bonds  at  maturity,  has  changed  in 
this  respect.

Among  the  thirteen  funds  now  existing  are  some  which 
should  be  kept  distinct  and  separate,  while  there  are  others 
which  can  be  consolidated  with  the  general  fund,  beneficially, 
without  in  any  way  lessening  the  effectiveness  of  operation. 

For  these  reasons  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that  au- 
thority be  given  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  to  consolidate 
such  of  the  funds  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  desirable  and 
proper. 

Statement  No.  2  is  submitted,  in  compliance  with  the  re- 
quirement of  section  13,  Article  XLII.  Baltimore  City  Code. 

In  directing  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  Statement  No.  3, 
exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  sinking  funds  provided  for  the 
redemption  of  the  public  debt,  this  Board  has  great  pleasure  in 
noting  the  large  increase  of  those  funds  during  the  past  year 
(the  net  increase  being  four  hundred  and  twenty-six  thousand 
two  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars  and  sixty-nine  cents),  as 
furnishing  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  plan 
to  accomplish  the  purpose  contemplated,  and  also  a  gratifying 
assurance  of  its  ultimate  success,  if  it  be  pursued  in  the  future 
as  in  the  past.  In  estimating  the  extent  and  value  of  the  re- 
demption funds,  relatively  to  the  amount  of  the  public  debt,  it 
will  not  be  forgotten  that  there  are  other  like  funds,  amounting 
to  $1,599,903.74,  not  included  in  the  statement  now  being  con- 
sidered, because  by  provision  of  law  in  the  control  of  the 
Register. 

It  will,  however,  be  observed  that  during  the  same  period 
there  has  likewise  been  a  large  increase  in  the  aggregate  amount 
cf  the  public  debt,  and  it  may  be  objected  that  it  exceeds  what 
may  be  regarded  as  the  limit  of  a  proper  correspondence  with 
the  increase  of  the  redemption  funds ;  but  a  candid  considera- 
tion of  the  occasion  and  purpose  of  this  increase  will  remove 
such  an  objection. 

Upon  reference  to  the  summary  of  the  funded  debt  of  the 
city,  as  furnished  by  the  Register  in  his  annual  report,  it  will 
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be  found  that  the  present  aggregate  amount  exceeds  that  re- 
ported as  existing  on  January  1,  1870,  one  million  one  hundred 
and  forty-six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-four  dollars  and 
sixty-two  cents,  and  that  this  excess  has  been  produced — 

1st.  By  an  amount  issued  by  authority  of  the 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  a  pre-

2d.  By  an  amount  issued  for  the  use  of  the 
Water  Board,  to  enable  it  to  furnish  additional 
improvements  to  the  property  under  its  control..

And  as  a  further  elucidation  of  this  fact,  it  may  be  remarked 
that  the  annual  statement  of  January  1,  1870,  exhibited  an  in- 
debtedness of  the  city  treasury  to  the  new  City  Hall  account  of 
two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  thousand  dollars,  which  was 
the  result  of  the  issue  of  an  amount  of  stock  authorized  for 
building  the  new  City  Hall  to  an  extent  sufficient  to  produce 
that  amount  of  credit,  in  anticipation  and  therefore  in  excess  of 
the  requirement  at  that  time.  And  it  may  likewise  be  re- 
marked that  this  indebtedness  has  been  as  nearly  discharged  as 
was  proper  with  a  due  regard  to  considerations  of  prudence,  it 
being  manifestly  the  duty  of  the  Register  to  provide  the  neces- 
sary funds,  by  sales  of  stock,  somewhat  in  advance  of  drafts 
therefor.

78,200  00 
In  making  this  report,  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  have 
especial  gratification  in  stating  to  the  Council  that  the  annual 
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reports  now  about  being  presented  by  the  several  Departments 
of  the  city  government,  in  exhibiting  expenditures  of  more 
than  ordinary  magnitude  for  various  necessary  improvements 
hitherto  authorized,  as  having  been  promptly  provided  by  ordi- 
nary receipts  of  the  city  treasury,  furnish  thereby,  and  other- 
wise, most  satisfactory  evidence  of  financial  soundness,  strength 
and  vigor.

Your  attention  is  particularly  invited  to  an  examination  of 
the  accompanying  summary  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
corporation.  In  it  are  exhibited  the  sums  total  of  liabilities 
and  assets,  as  shown  by  the  accounts  of  the  Register  and  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  on  December  31,  1870,  and  from  it  may 
be  deduced  the  conclusions  following : 

1st.  That  the  available  assets  and  productive  property  of  the 
corporation,  are  nearly  equivalent,  at  fair  valuations,  to  the 
total  amount  of  its  existing  liabilities. 

2d.  That  the  portion  of  the  public  debt  which  was  created 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  works  of  internal  improvement,  is 
equal  to  the  whole  amount  of  that  debt  now  outstanding.

WESTERN  MARYLAND  RAILROAD  COMPANY, 

During  the  past  year  the  Western  Maryland  Railroad 
Company  has  applied  to  this  Board  for  deliveries  of  bonds 
endorsed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  so  as  to  guarantee 
the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  under  the  provisions  of 
ordinance  No.  11,  annual  session,  1870,  approved  January  26, 
1870.  This  ordinance  prescribes  among  others,  the  following 
conditions  precedent  to  such  deliveries  being  made : 


Additional  Property — 
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1st.  A  statement  under  oath  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  of 
the  Company,  showing  the  items  of  expenditure  in  the  equip- 
ment or  construction  of  the  road,  and  on  what  part  thereof,  the 
bonds  asked  for,  or  their  proceeds  are  to  be  applied. 

2nd.  That  the  Company  shall  have  located  a  new,  direct, 
and  independent  line  from  Owings'  Mills  to  Baltimore. 

3rd.  The  execution  of  contracts  with  competent  parties  for 
the  completion  of  the  road  from  Owings'  Mills  to  Baltimore, 
and  from  its  present  western  terminus  to  Williamsport,  within 
a  reasonable  time. 

4th.  The  production  of  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  Com- 
pany has  secured  sufficient  means,  by  stock  subscriptions  or 
otherwise,  together  with  the  amount  derivable  from  the  en- 
dorsed bonds,  to  complete  the  road  from  Owings'  Mills  to 
Baltimore. 

5th.  That  the  Company  shall  guarantee  to  locate  its  prin- 
cipal work  and  repair  shops  in,  or  adjacent  to,  the  city  of 
Baltimore. 

It  is  further  provided,  that  the  bonds  shall  be  used  for  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  the  "Western  Maryland  Rail- 
road, as  an  independent  road,  from  Baltimore  to  Williams- 
port,  and  for  no  other  purpose ;  and  with  a  view  to  the  effec- 
tual accomplishment  of  this  purpose,  especial  provisions  are 
made  for  sectional  divisions,  thus  : 

1st.  Appropriating  §200,000  to  the  line  from  Owings'  Mills 
to  Baltimore. 

2nd.  Appropriating  a  sufficient  amount  to  complete  the 
road  from  Big  Pipe  Creek  to  Smithsburg. 

3rd.  Permitting  by  implication  the  remainder  of  the  bonds 
to  be  applied  to  construction  of  the  road. 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  October  1 1 ,  the  following  papers 
were  submitted  for  consideration  and  action.

I  respectfully  submit  following  statement  in  compliance 
with  resolution  presented  by  your  Chairman,  and  unanimously 
adopted  by  your  Board  at  a  special  meeting  held  September 
13,  1870,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  Finance  Committee  be  instructed  to  pre- 
sent to  the  Finance  Commissioners,  a  sworn  statement  of  the 
officers  of  the  Company,  and  to  base  upon  such  statement  an 
application  for  the  bonds  requisite  to  continue  the  construction 
of  the  road. 
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STATEMENT. 

That  in  compliance  with  ordinance  Xo.  11,  section  3,  ap- 
proved January  26,  1870,  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland 
passed  the  act,  chapter  110,  March  23,  1870,  authorizing  the 
said  endorsement.  That  the  ordinance  has  been  "submitted  to 
the  legal  voters  of  the  city  of  Baltimore/'  and  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  has  certified  that  "a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  the 
said  election  were  in  favor  of  the  said  ordinance."  That  the 
said  Western  Maryland  Railroad  Company  has  delivered  to 
the  Register  of  the  city,  a  deed  of  Mortgage,  duly  executed 
and  acknowledged,  and  in  such  form,  and  with  such  cove- 
nants and  conditions,  "as  have  been  approved  by  the  City 
Counsellor." 

That  in  compliance  with  Ordinance  Xo.  11,  sec.  4,  approved 
January  26th,  1870,  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
passed,  chapter  110,  March  23d,  1870,  amending  the  charter  of 
the  said  Western  Maryland  Railroad  Company  by  giving  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  an  additional  num- 
ber of  directors. 

That  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  "Western 
Maryland  Railroad  Company,  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore 
April  18th,  1870,  the  said  amendment  to  the  charter  of  the 
Company  was,  by  resolution  unanimously  accepted. 

That  in  compliance  with  Ordinance  Xo.  11,  sec.  5,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Con- 
struction, and  unanimously  adopted  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Company,  held  August  2d,  1870  ; 

Resolved,  That  Charles  Morton  Stewart,  John  K.  Longwell, 
and  Moses  Weisanfeld,  who  now  constitute  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  this  Company,  or  a  majority  of  them,  be  authorized 
and  empowered  to  receive  from  time  to  time,  the  bonds,  so  to  be 
endorsed  by  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  dispose  of  the  same,  the 
proceeds  thereof  to  disburse,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordi- 
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nance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  No.  11, 
approved  January  26th,  1870. 

That  in  compliance  with  Ordinance  No.  11,  sec.  8,  at  a  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Company,  held  May  31st,  1870,  they  adopted 
the  location,  submitted  by  their  Engineer,  of  "a  new,  direct, 
and  independent  line  of  railroad  from  a  point  at  or  near  Owings' 
Mills,  to  a  point  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  west  of  Pennsylvania 
avenue/'  and  known  as  the  "  Turnpike  Line."  That  herewith 
are  submitted  the  original  contracts,  u  entered  into  by  the  said 
Railroad  Company,  with  competent  parties  "  ( their  competency 
assured  by  bond  to  the  extent  of  20  per  cent,  of  the  estimated 
amount  of  work  performed  or  material  furnished,  in  addition  to 
a  monthly  retention  of  15  per  cent,  from  payments,)  "for  the 
construction  and  completion  of  the  said  new  and  independent 
line  from  Owings'  Mills  to  Baltimore,  as  well  as  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  road  of  said  Company  from  its  present  western 
terminus  to  Williamsport,  writhin  a  reasonable  time."  That  the 
said  contracts  have  been  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and 
have  not  been  "  made  until  advertisements  have  been  published 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  cities  of  Baltimore, 
Philadelphia,  and  New  York,  inviting  proposals  for  the  doing 
of  said  work,"  (certificates  of  advertisement,  herewith  sub- 
mitted,) and  said  Company  have  considered  fairly,  the  proposals 
made  to  it,  in  answer  to  the  said  advertisement. 

That  the  contracts  entered  into  by  the  Company  at  a  sum 
per  cubic  yard  for  graduation  and  masonry,  per  lineal  foot  for 
bridge  superstructure  and  trestle  work,  per  pound  for  iron 
rails,  spikes  and  fastenings,  per  piece  for  cross  ties  and  splices, 
and  the  price  bid  for  track-laying,  show  that  if  the  estimates 
furnished  by  General  I.  R.  Trimble  and  our  engineer,  Richard 
B.  Osborne,  of  the  amount  of  work  to  be  performed,  and  the 
quantity  of  different  materials  to  be  supplied,  are  correct,  the 
construction  and  completion  of  the  road  from  Baltimore  to 
Owings'  Mills,  and  from  its  present  western  terminus  to  Wil- 
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liamsport,  will  cost  eight  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand,  two 
hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars  and  ten  cents  ($815,283.10). 

That  our  engineer's  estimate  of  the  cost  of  graduation,  ma- 
sonry, bridge  superstructure  and  track-laying  from  Owings' 
Mills  to  Baltimore,  is  two  hundred  and  eighteen  thousand,  one 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  and  twenty  cents  ($218,158.20), 
which,  deducted  from  $815,283.10,  shows  the  cost  of  the  road, 
exclusive  of  the  line  from  Owings'  Mills  to  Baltimore,  to  be 
$597,124.90.

That  if  the  $1,200,000  of  bonds  are  negotiated  so  as  to  real- 
ize not  less  than  90  per  cent,  net,  or  $1,080,000,  there  will  be 
left,  after  completing  the  road  from  its  present  terminus  to 
Williamsport,  the  sum  of  $482,875.10.

That  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Com- 
pany, held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  on  the  15th  of  March,  the 
following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted:

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Resolved,  That  the  Western  Maryland  Railroad  Company 
hereby  promises  and  guarantees  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  that  the  Company  will  locate  its  principal  or  main 
repair  shops  in  or  adjacent  to  the  said  city. 

That  Messrs.  Isaac  Motter  and  John  Welty,  who  were  in- 
structed to  ascertain  what  would  be  the  cost  of  right  of  way 
from  Hagerstown  to  Williamsport,  have,  after  full  investiga- 
tion, assured  the  Company  that  it  would  be  less  than  $20,000. 
That  less  than  $10,000  are  necessary  to  settle  right  of  way
